Raines called the convention to order, 
and the committee on credentials was 
called upon for its report. 


Chairman Judge McMuhon, of Oneida, 


read the reports, and in addition sub- 
mitted a preamble and resolution, 
which were adopted unanimously, re- 
citing the irregular action of the county 
democracy and declaring1 the right of 
Tammany Hall to nominate all inspec- 
tors of election and poll clerks to which 
the democratic party may be entitled in 
the city of New York. 


The committee on permanent organ- 


ization was then called jwd submitted 
Us report, which made the temporary 
officers permanent. The report was 
adopted without a dissenting voice. 
Chairman Raines thanked the conven- 
tion for the honor bestowed upon him, 
and-called on the committee on resolu- 
tions for its report which was read by 
Daniel U. Griffin, of Jefferson ^county.

ceived v«ry quietly. The silver plank 
wan greeted with applause and Gov, 
Hill's flame was blso applauded. The 
platform was unanimously adopted. _ 


Mr. Cttatoe, of New York, offered a 


resolution welcoming1 the colored Xel- 
low-citizun to the ranks of democracy 
and viewing with gratification his^row- 
ing friendly attitude toward the party. 
It was adopted unanimously. 


Mr. Gilroy, of New York, moved, amid 


apptaiiHO, that the convention proceed 
to ,the nomination of candidates for 
governor. The motion was carried and 
\Vilbur P. Porter, of Watertown, rose 
and nominated Eoswell P. Flower. 


John R. Fellows, on behftlf at New 


York city, seconded the nomination. 


Hon. W. C. Dewitt.xjf Kings county, 


took the platform amid cheering and 
nominated AlfredC. Chapin, 


The calling of the roll then began. 


Flower had everything until Kings 
county was reached, The 30 votes ol 
that county were cast for Chopin. 
Queens county cast 4 for Chapin and 2 
lor Flower.

Flower, 834; Chapin, 42. 


On motion of Chairman Adams of 


Kings county the nomination was made 
unanimous.

ination of S. W. Rosen dale, of Albany, 
lor attorney -general; Frank Rice for 
secretary of state, Elliott F, Danforth 
for treasurer, Martin Schenck lor state, 
engineer an'I surveyor and Frank Camp- 
bell for comptroler. 


Chairman Rumea proposed three

BOSTON, Sept, 17.—When Chairman 


Burdette of the state committee called 
the republican state fconvention to or- 
der tn Tremont Temple, at 11:10 o'clock 
yesterday morning, he spoke to one of 
the largest gatherings that has over at- 
tended the deliberations of the party 
delegates. The committee on perma- 
nent organization reported Henry Cabot 
Lodge as permanent president, with 
forty-five vice-presidents at large, and 
seventy-eight • vice-presidents by dis- 
tricts. Mr. Lodge made a speech of 
great length covering most of the na- 
tional and local questions" ol the day.

Consuegra says that the place presents 
the veritable aspect of a city of the 
dead. The awful an.1 oppressive si- 
lence Is broken by nothing except the 
noise from the jolting wheels of the 
dead cars as they rumble from house to 
house In search of corpses, which, when 
found, are hurriedly trundled off for 
burial in the great trenches which are 
made for their reception. There is no 
time now for weeping of relatives or 
mourning of friends over the re- 
mains of departed loved ones. The 
dead menace the living; therefore 
the dead must be hustled under earth 
with the utmost dispatch, in order that 
the living may not become of their 
number. In olne building alone twen- 
ty-seven corpses were found, a fact 
which may serve to convey some idea 
of the grim horror of this most terrible 
catastrophe to the minds of the most 
indifferent.

The attic consists ot 
seven rooms, recreation, cedar, linen and 
other rooms There is to be one main 
entrance and two side entrances. The 
building will front west on Seventh street, 
The stone used will be Lake Superior 
brown stone end Grafton stone, or some 
equally as good The bnck to be used 
are St. Louis hydraulic pressed brick- 
The architectural plans of the building 
are fine and the material to be the best."

THE QBAKD IjQDGK. 


The first toast of the evening was "The 


Grand Lodge"—response by the Grand 
Master, John M. Pearson. He said: "My 
old association with farmers' clubs makes 
it appropriate to call on ma. I once 
thought I knew u great deal about the 
Grand Lodge. I have studied it for 25 
years and found I did not know as much 
as I thought I did. It is a big subject— 
50,000 Masons—just and upright men 
against whom not on objection could 
be raised. Many new Questions are com- 
ing up and it is hard to determine what 
is best to do. 'Ihey are questions, too, 
that must be answered, The question 
cornea,'What are we all doing.' The 
Lodge -wants to know; the world wants 
to know, and the outside world has a 
right to know why we ehonld continue 
to exist. There was a time when we had 
to keep quiet. Now volume after volume 
is printed about tbe principles ot the 
order. What shell we do? When e lodge 
meets and has no work shall it adjourn 
and go home". It were better to take up 
the history of Masonry and make the 
lodge an historical society, and thus im- 
prove the minds of the brethren. Many 
profitable topics might oe^mggeated, the 
consideration of which would be profit- 
able to any lodpe. Masonry teaches a 
man that he should learn to govern him- 
self, and it also teaobes how men are 
governed who dc not control themselves. 
Reason and not passion should govern 
men. 
There waa a time when it waa 


'brother Mason,' now it is 'universal 
brotherhood of man.' The object lesson 
is the tragedy where one man disclaimed 
that he was his brother's keeper, has be- 
come the basis for the teaching of 6,000 
years that "I am rny brother's keopsr," 
and no man does bis dnty who only rec- 
ognizes the membership in good Bland- 
ing as his brethren.

MASON10 HISTORY OF DEOATDB 
the next toast—responded to by 
Past Grand Muster J. B, Gorin. He 
ssid: "My first recollwtinns of Mdfionr 
runs bank to the >ear 18J5. When I wa 
about eight years old my father, who was 
a Mason then, took me with him to town 
where a meeting of Masons was held in 
the court house 
Curiosity led me with 
other boys of my nge to go up stairs to 
Ind out what wne fifomff on. The fi s 
man that we mnt etnndinR in front of the 
door at the landing wns n ntnru looking 
'ellow with a drdwn sword HI his handi 
vho made for 119 and we irfarle for the 
xjttoiu of the stnirs For a long time 
afterwards I regnrJed a Mason as one 
entitled to very high regard, almosl 
amounting to fear, to'be held at a re 
spectfnl distance. This feeling gradually 
wore off as I grew older, and entirely dis 
ippeared

.841, with George A. Patterson W. M 
Toseph Kins:. S.W ; Wm. Leforgee, J. W i 
Henry Prather, S. D.; L. Ashton, ,T. D., 
and J. Ashton, Sen., and Elijah League 
nember. None of the charter members 
believe, ore living, except Dr. Josepl: 
ting, of this city, llenry Hnmmell, now 
n his 89th year, and present to-niirht, 
was the first, and Joel S. Post, who di«3 
a few years since, was the second appli- 
ant. Your bumble servant or J. J. Ped- 
lecord the third, I took the three de- 
grees the same night and was elected 
eoretary at the same Bitting? Tbis was 
n the fall of 1841. A brick building was

garden city, the second city in the United 
States, ana ot her people whose energy 
knows no limits ana who hare tb» brain*, 
the courage and the money, to carry 
through snooMsfally any enterprise they 
undertake. I am proud of Illinois Ma- 
sonry; I am proud of the Grand Lodge 
ot Illinois; I am prond of the Grand 
Master tho presides over her delibera- 
tions, Hon. John II. Pearson, under 
whose direction the beautiful ceremonies 
ot laying the corner stone ot our court 
house wua so successfully performed to- 
day, a ohriecian gentleman, a man ot in- 
telligence, a Mason indeed and in truth, 
with courage to stand for the- right, who 
has honored us with his presence to-day. 
Last, tnongli by no means least, I am 
proud of this beautiful oity ot Deoatnr, 
where i have lived for nearly GO years, 
and wntohed with great interest her 
growth from a hamlet of 17 shanties to a 
oity of 20,003 live, energetic people. I 
am prond of the Masonic fraternity {of 
Decatur; a more nobla and loyal body ot 
Masons cannot be found auywhere. I am 
proud of our sister lodges, who are repre- 
sented here to-night. I present them, 
M. W. G. Master, for your inspection. 
Brethren, behold your Grand Master." 


THE OITY OF DEOATOB 


was next announced and IBS responded 
to by I. B. Mills. He said: "Self praise 
IB said to be half scandal. It is claimed 
that ID local pride there is much of con- 
ceit. This is partly true, and yet it is 
true that we as a rale think more of our 
own than that ot our neighbors. We 
oau say some things about Deoatnr with 
becoming modesty; for instance, that it 
is the best oily in the state outside of 
Chicago. I have only lived in Deeatur 
1'2 years, yet I have seen it transformed 
from a village into the proportions of a 
oity. I at that wondered why I wee 
chosen to this toast, but I presume it is 
on the theory advanced by the boy who 
failed to answer the question, •• Who made 
you,' which was answered by a litlle girl 
much younger, when he said, 'Well, it 
hasn't been so long since she was made 
and she ought 
to remember.' 
The 


growth of Deoatnr is proverbial. I went 
to the records and found that tee real 
estate transactions for August, 1886, were 
$168,555; in August, 1891, they were 
$392,888. I inquired at the banks and 
found that on Sept. 1, 1886, the deposits 
of our people were $1,110,000, On the 
same dace in 1891 the amount was 82,245,- 
000. Lest some might say this is simply 
an evidence that our rich men have 
grown richer I sought out facts to show 
the prosperity of our laboring men and 
learned that on Sept, 18, 1886, the two 
principal loan associations had accumu- 
lated savings amounting to $116,050; on 
Sept. 1, 1891, these saving aggregated 
3338,000, During the past tour years 
the city hue expended $500,000 in public 
improvements. 
Do yon say that has 


been taken from the property owners? 
We admit it, but answer tuat the prop- 
erty which tans been subject to special 
taxation for these improvements has been 
advanced by euob improvements $2,000,- 
000 m value. Every dollar of these im- 
provements represents labor; the mater- 
ial is the clay dug out of our own hills. 
We challenge any city in Illinois, outside 
of Chicago, to make such a showing m 
the past five years. Within that period 
we have expended $50,000 for new flohool 
houses, and within the last 16 months 
over $150,000 for new churches. A few 
years ago one street car, with a flat oar 
attached for baggage, and one mule did 
the business between the depot and the 
business part of the city, and had time to 
epare; now we have a quarter ot a million 
dollars invested in the best elect no street 
railway systems in the country. Every 
industry we had five years ago has grown 
and those who have started new indus- 
tries are pleased with their success. Five 
years ago we were ashamed to show a 
stranger our hotels, opera house and 
churches; to-day we point with pride to a 
new hotel, the result of its enterprising 
proprietor, and to a new opera house, the 
best outside of Chicago, which an en- 
berpneing citizen, standing alone, has 
built at an expense ot $75,000. We were 
once ashamed to talk about a court house 
to a stranger; to-day we have laid the 
corner utone of a new oonrt house to 
cost about $85,000. We congratulate 
E>he supervisors; we congratulate our- 
selves on Ibis result. We want several 
other things. We want to tell the Illi- 
nois Central railroad that we are ready 
io lay the corner stone of a new depot, 
(fit docs not baild a depot we will do it 
ouftelves and charge it to the company." 


OUK VIBITItra BRETHREN 


was responded to by Geo. W. Warvelle, 
who said that for the visiting brethren he 
hud only tbeir warmest thanks to extend. 
Hpeakmjj oL the principles of tne order, 
hu said tuat often us he hud beard emi- 
nent speakers on the glorious principles 
of tbe older he had gloried m the fact 
that he was a member. JJut the Miisonic 
brotherhood does not consist in senti- 
ment alone.
